Grenei, Nov. 30--Wm. H. Harvey was 
hanged in the vard of the Wellington County 
Jail at 8 oclock this morning. He made no 
speech, and was cool, calm and collected to 
the last, He was apparently the least in- 
terested of all present. 
broken when the weight fell, and for five or 
ten minutes he strangled slowly, gasping 
horribly, His body convulsed in agony. 

The morning brokegrey, chilly and cheer- 
less. As carly as 6.30 people began gather 
{ng at the jail, @ few newspaper reporters 
Srat, then citizens and medical men. Harvey 
passed a quiet night, he slept calmly and 

vweacefully, Several times through the night 
te awoke and asked the tine, request- 
ing the death watch on each occasion to 
arouse him at 6 o'clock this morning, He 
showed neither fear nor trepidation, 
but seemed resigned, and declared himself

realy to go. His breakfast this morning 
consisicd of three cups of coffee and three 
thin slices of dry toast. At 7 o'clock Vener- 
able Archdeacon Dixon, of this city, entere 
the jail, wrapped from head to foot in a 
flapping cloak,to bide the full canonical vest- 
ments of the English Church. He repaired 
at ouce to Harvey's cell, and passed three 
quarters of an hour in prayer. At a 
quarter to SN ShertT Metin entered 
the cell, and remained with the condemned 
mantothe last. A few minutes before & 
the turnkey from the Torouto Jail, who 
superintended the hanging arrangements, 
pintoned Harvey's arms, and the cortege left 
for the pallows, Ke Vv. Geo, bB. Cook vof Acton, 
marched at the head, Behind hin came 
Archdeacon Dixon reading the solemn 
(leath sorviee oof the English Church. 
Then Elarvey, with his arms piniened, 
walked with downeast head and steady 
step beside Sheriff MoKim. 9 Governor 
Mercer and one of the guards brought up 
the rear. Harvey took his place on the 
gallows and # solenimn hush fell on the loo 
spectators in the yard. Boys and men 
gavedtrom over looking tree sand house tops, 
A snow fieko or two danced down the grey 
gloom of the chill morning. Harvey was

ALL AROUND THE HOUSE. 


The Newest Fades and Fashions in Hand- 
some Household Linen. 


The “bot corn,” “hot potato” and “hot 
roll” napkins represent one of the newest fads 


in fancy napery, and are simply hemstitched — 
and decorated squares of linen, For a potato | 


napkin, the words “hot potato” are worked 
in outline diagonally across one corner; in 
the remaining corners are worked potato 
blowoms or initials, according to fancy. 
Corn and roll napkins are similarly deco 
rated in appropriate designs, 

Fine new toweling shows small patterns, 
such as bird's eye or a tiny clover or ivy 
leaf scattered thickly over the surface, 

The newest features in toweling are the all 
round borders and bemstitching, which take 
the place of fringe, These fringeless towels 
strike one somewhat oddly at first, but they 
spare the laundress troulle in straightening 
out the fringe on fine towels, 

Hemstitehing is very popular on all house 
bold linen, being seen on pillow and sheet 
shams and handsome sheets, as well as lunch 
and tea cloths, napkins and doylies. For the 
larger pieces the hem is about two inches 
wide. 

A new ornamentation for linen, and one 
which is much admired, consists of strong, 
handsome, open work embroidery. It ap- 
pearson table runners, carving cloths and 
doylies, and also on pillow shams and spreads, 

In spite of a fancy on the part of some for 
the newer colored bed spreads and bolster 
rovers, white spreads and shams continue to 
be the popular thing, and the most elegant of 
the top sheets and shams are either beauti- 
fully band embroidered or ornamented with 
the bandsome open work already gnentioned, 
or exquisitely hemstisehed, 

A Pretty Neat for the Muaby. 

Among appropriate and useful gifts that 
welcomed the coming of “a little stranger in 
the household,” not long ago, was the pretty 
cradie shown in the cut. 

The body of it is an oblong, shallow basket 
of wicker work, suchas grocers receive bottles 
packed in. This may be covered with a coat 
of pretty enamel paint, light blue or cream 
colored being very attractive. 

The wood work is much after the fashion 
of aclothes frame, The shape of the pieces 
resting on the floor is represented in the pic- 
ture, These are cut from one and a quarter 
inch stuff and are about two feet long, 

There is a mortise cut in the middle of the 
top of each to receive the tenou of the up- 
right piece, which is dipped in giue, driven 
into place dnd then secured by wooden pins 
driven through boles made for that purpose, 
The uprights are of hard wood, about four 
feet long and cut to taper from bottom to 
top, where they are each tinished with a pret-
